wisest. 
Mr. Truman has checked the is- 


sue back to the people. He lias 
said in effect: The congress has 
kll'id OPA — bettor to veto the bill 
and look the facts square in the 
teeth.

The American people awoke to- 


day to a more expensive way of 
life.Reports from across the nation 
indicated that a good percentage 
of rents, food, clothing and other 
necessities lost little time soaring 
after expiration of the price con- 
trol bill at midnight last night. _ 


However, many trade associa- 


tions of landlords, food merchants 
and other retailers, fearful of hy- 
sterical price boosting and result- 
ant public wrath, called on mem- 
bers to hold the 
present 
price 


line;. Or at least, to limit increases 
"within reason." 


And in many cases, 
the con- 
sumers tnemsclvcs began mobil- 
izing their resources to light for 
reinstatement of price control, on 
a federal or stale basis. 


Many industry leaders foresaw 


an unpreccentcd era of prosper- 
ity as business, freed for the :iirsl 
time in four years of 'federal con- 
trols, relied on free 
competition 


and the law of supply

• gency. Most landlords will be rea- 
sonable. And for those who prove 
unreasonable there is the possibility 
of action by the county tax asses- 
.sors everywhere. 


Higher rents mean a higher val- 


uation on the property. The rent 
situation should be surveyed, and 
tax assessments increased promptly 
on individual owners as fast as 
rent increases come to light.

Atomic, Roast Pig 


' T h e proscv.lpe of livestock aboard 
the target ships in the Bikini atom-

Lamb's story has been required 


reading for students for so long that 
it probably is unnecessary to recall 
more than 'the title.

In a far-off time in China, ac- 


cording to Lamb, the people kept 
the pig in the parlor (a practice 
later to be mistakenly credited to 
the Irish). One day a house caught 
fire and everything, including the 
pig, was destroyed. A son of the 
family took hold of the ch'arred car- 
cass, burned his fingers, popped 
them into his mouth to cool them, 
and was rewarded by a new and 
Exceedingly pleasant taste. 


As we remember 
it, the news 


of his discovery got around. There 
ensued quite a vogue for setting 
fire 
to the family dwelling in 


order to enjoy the new delicacy. 
It was quite a time before some 
inventive fellow 
discovered that 


it was possible to prepare roast 
pig without the drastic necessity 


oneself out of house 
of burning 
and home. 


Someday we shall probably 
be 


serving alomically roasted pig for 


^ Sunday dinner — if all goes well. 
"We have been assured that it is 


at least theoretically possible for 
the cleaving atom to cook our meals 
and wash the dishes, besides pro- 
viding energy for a multitude of 
of other tasks. But we arc going 
about the task of accomplishing all 
this much in the manner of Lamb's^ 
ancient Chinese. 


A little less than a year ago we
